Not only is there one, but 2, 3. and some- 
times 4 vacant chairs not rendetedso by 
death but by a necessity as relentless, 
which drives them from their native land 
to obtain that success aad prosperity their 
own does not afford, It is falwely charged 
against Unionists that their propaganda 
only appealed to the natural and lower 
passions of the people that it ignored sen-’ 
timenc. They claim to be inspired by the 

oblest of all sentiments, that of a super- 
ior attachment to the land of their birth, 
and to that policy that will introducemore 

nosperity and wealth into Canadian 
Roa and more sunshine to their health. 

Their opponents were willing to sacrifice 
allthese fora mere political connection 
with Europe, a connection 
that was the lowest a 
country could occupy that of a mere de- 
pendency.

Bub there 
is a wrong sentiment as well as a right 
sentiment which are constantly warring 
against one anotrer, just as evil is war- 
ring against good, and in _ this contest it 
was not a question of sentiment against 
no sentiment, but a questien of right 
sentiment against a wrong sentiment. 

Why should we not be loyal to our own 
people? Who isit on which the great~ 
ness of this country depends if not our 
Canadians? Whois it on whom we dr- 
pend for aid in the hour of need but our 
own people? Whois it that rejoice when 
we rejoice, that mourn when we mourn, 
that stand at the bed-side of our dying 
and weep at the grave of our dead but our 
own people, and why should we not con- 
sider them more than the people ot a land 
3000 miles . way who cared very little for 
us and who treat us as they do any other 
people—with this exception that our in- 
terests are frequently sacrificed, when it 
sends LEnglisn diplomacy to protect 
English European interests. 

He would have Canadians construe 
loyalty in the same manly way that the 
Englishmen does. He reyards flags and 
systems of Government as made of man 
and not man as having been made for 
them and he has no hesitation in remoy~ 
ing and altering them as their individual 
interests dictate.

“Even though Oanada were as pros- 
perous as the United States he for one 
weuld be as favorable to this union as he 
is now, because such a union is in the in- 
terests of humanity and civilization,” 

Ever since ho was a boy he had heard 
Protestant ministers pray for an era of 
universal peace, when wars should cease 
and the brotherhood of man be establish- 
ed. If these prayers were not mockeries 
then those who offered them should desire 
this greatest union which has yet been pre- 
sented to the world of a whole continent 
Riven up to the pursuits of industrialism, 
scientific research and other arts of peace. 
Where politically divided continents are 
there you have ; militarism, Europe pro- 
sents the spectacle ‘o-day of an armed 
camp. Were we arrayed on both sides of 
the dividing lines between the different 
countries againstone another and are only 
restrained by their destinios from Spring- 
ing at oo¢ another's throats at the word of 
command in a deadly embrace that may 
inyolvye that continent in one common

To equalize the re- 
presentation we should have 27 Com-~ 
monersor else the U.S., should have 
2783 Congressmen. ‘fo represent the in- 
creased populationin the U.S, during 
the last 10 years in the same colossal 
scale which we have adoptec in Canada 
would add 656 members to the American 
congtess, They havel congressman for 
173,901 population, we have 1 commoner 
for 22,462.

000, Francé $16,000,000, and the United 
States 148,724,647 or $73,724,647 more 
than the other the nations combined. In 
all the branches of higher education the 
difference is still more marked. There are 
11 universities in England with 384 pro 
fessors and 13,400 students. In all Europe 
including the British Isles there are 101 
Universities with 9274 professors and 123,- 
690 students. In the U. S. there ars 
430 universities and colleges of liberal arts 
with 8472 protessors and 124,684 pupils.

Jnponese Murderer Takes Refage on the 
Neniwa—His Return Refused, 

Howonvunv, March 28, via San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., April 7.—There may be trouble 
here, and all.on account of an escaped con- 
vict, a Japanese named Imada Yukusachi, 
who is a murderer.

Into the Country,

CANAGA’S TREATY-MAKING POWER. 


Views of Mosars, Gladstone and Chamber- 
f Inin on Colonial Powers, 


Lonpon, April 13.—The recent discus- 
sion in diplomatic and political circles over 
the Frauco-Canadian treaty has directed 
widespread attention to the extension of 
treaty-making powers to Canada. 

Mr. Gladstone, speaking in the Home 
Rule debate, noted that the colones are 
now making their own trade laws. In 
direct reference to Canada he said: “In 
the case of Canada we have begun to allow 
her, subject, of course, to Imperial control, 
to prosecute her own substantial interests 
in conaection with important foreign 
states.” 

Joseph Chamberlain, in his reply to the 
Liberal leader, also referred to the matter of 
treaty-making by British colonies, He 
declared that the former reservations in the 
case of Canada regarding diplomatic rela- 
tions had been found practically impossible 
to sustain. 

Continuing Mr. Chamberlain said; 
“Canada now claims the right to be repre- 
sented directly in all negotiations affecting 
her.” These significant admissions indi- 
caten most important concession secured 
by the Dominion. 

In proot of this, too, is quoted the pres- 
ence of Sir John Thompson as arbitrator, 
Hon. Charles H. Tupper as British agent 
and Robinson and Sir Charles Tupper as 
counsel in the Behring Sea arbitration tri- 
banal. 

Canada, indeed, is hero regarded as being 
hersolf a treaty-making power now.

the House of Commons to Lady Macdonald 
upon the death of her illustrious husband 
and her reply thereto, The address was 
illuminated and was given to the city that 
the late Sir John represented for so many 
years, The Cabinet felt Kingston was en- 
titled to it.

THE BEHRING SEA COURT.

Panis, April 19.—At Tuesday 
the Behring Sea Court of Arbitration, Mr. 
James C. Carter of counsel for the United 
States continued his spech in support of 
the American contention. He recapitula- 
ted the arguments advanced last week and 
then proceeded to show that the jurisdjc- 
tion of the United States had always been 
based upon property interest, not sovereign 
dominion over the sea. 

Mr. Carter quoted from diplomatic cor- 
respondence and from the opinions of 
English jurists regarding the ukuso issued 
by Russia in 1821. America and Great 
Britain had jointly protested against this 
ukase, but Great Britain had withdrawn 
her protest because of the Monroe doctrine.

bo Reduced and that Certain 
Could be Amaigamatod—The @ 
Arquod in Favor of Eoonomy, 


To THE EDITOR oF THe ONTARIO 

Sin,—In your issue of April 19, Mr, 
Walmsley makes a very lame attempt to 
dofend the state of affairs now existing in 
connection with the duties and salaries of 
our civic officials. 

His apology for the efficials, it is plain 
to be seen, is nothing more nor less than 
dust-throwing., Ha attempts co blind the 
mental vision of the tax-payers by trying 
to induce them to believe that the officials 
have such an enermous amount ot work 
to de in some cases, and that in other cases 
the duties of one official clashes so with 
those of anutherbhat it would bejimpossible 
to either reduce their salaries or amalga- 
mate any of bhe offices. 

He commences his advocacy of the 
cause of tho office-holders by quoting the 
law, to show that we cannot legally amal- 
gamate the offices of troasuror and collec- 
tor.

consent begin to make excuse.” I propose 
this morning, #0 far as God may help me, 
to examine the apologies which men make 
for not entoring tho Christian lilo, 

Apology the first: Iam not sure there 
is eo valuable in tho Christian re- 
ligion; It is pleaded that thero aro so 
many impositions in this day, so many 
things that soem to be real aro sham. A 
gilded outside may bayo a hollow inside; 
there is so much quackery in physica in 
ethics, in politics, that men come to tho 
habit of incredulity to collide with our holy 
religion. 
But, my friends, I think religion has made 
a pretty good record in the world, How 
many wounds it has salved, how aay pil- 
lars’ of firo it has lifted in the midnight 
wilderness, how mary simoon-struck Saharas 
it hath turned into tho gardens of the Lord; 
how it hath stillod thu chopped rea; what 
rosy light it hath sent streaming through tho 
rift of the storm-cloud wrack ; what pools 
of cool water it hath gathered for thirsty 
Hagar and Ishmael ; what manna whiter 
than corlander seed it hath dropped all 
around the camp of hardly-bostoud pilgrims; 
what promises it hath sent out like holy 
watches to keep the lamps burning around 
death-beds ; through the darkness that 
lowers into the sepulchre, what flashes of 
resurrection morn ! 

Besides that, this religion has made so 
many heroes, It brought Summerfiold, the 
great Mothodiat, across the Atlantic Ocean 
with tho silver trumpet to blow tho accept. 
able year of the Lord, until it seomed as if 
all our American cities would take the king- 
dom of heaven by violence. It sent Feud 
Ashman into Africa alone, in a continent of 
naked barbarians, to lift the standard of 


civilization and Christianity. It made John 
Milton among pocts, Raphael among 
painters, Christophor Wren among 


architects, Thorwaldsen among sculptors, 
Handel among musicians, Dupon among 
military commanders; aud to give new 
wings to the imagination, and better balance 
to the judgment, and more determination 
to the will and greator usefulness to the 
life, and grander nobility to the soul, there 
is nothing in ail the earth like our Christian 
religion, 

othing in religion! Why, then all 
Christiane were deceived, when in 
their dying moments they thought they saw 
the castles of the blessed ; and your child, 
that with unutterable agony you put away 
into the grave, you will never she him again 
nor hear his sweet voice, nor feel the throb 
of his young heart? Thero is nothing in 
religion! Sickness will come upon you. 
Roll and turn on your pillow, No relief. 
The medicine may be bitter, the night maj 
be dark, the pain may be sharp. No relief. 
Christ never comes to the sick room. Let 
the pain stab. Let the fever burn. 
Curse it and die. ‘There is no- 
thing in religion. After awhile death 
will come. ou will hear the paw- 
ing of the palo horse on the threshold. The 
spirit will be breaking away from the body, 
and it will take flight—whither? whither? 
There is no God, no ministering angels to 
conduct, no Christ, no heaven, no home. 
Nothing in religion! Oh! you are not will- 
ing to adopt such o dismal theory. And 
yet the world is full of sceptics. And let 
me say there is no class of peoplo for whom 
Ihave 1 warmer sympathy than for scep- 
tics. We do not know how to treat them. 
We deride them, we caricature them. We, 
instead of taking them by the soft hand of 
Christian love, clutch them with the iron 
pinchers of ecclesinsticism. Oh! if you knew 
how those men had fallen away from Chris- 
tianity and become sceptics, you would not 
be so rough on them. Some were brought 
up in homes where religion was overdono. 
The most wretched day in the week was 
Sunday. Religion was driven into them 
with a trip-hammer. They had a surfeit of 
prayer-meetings. They were stuffed and 
choked with catechisms. They were told 
by their parents that they were the worse 
children that ever lived, because they liked 
to ride down hill better than to read **Pil- 
grim’s Progress.” They nevor heard ther 
parents talk of religion but with the cor- 
ners of their mouths drawn down and the 
eyes rolled up. 

Others went into scepticism through mal- 
treatment on tho part of some who profess- 
ed religion, There is a man who says, “My 
partner in business was yoluble in prayer- 
meeting; and he was officious in all religious 
circles; but he cheated me out of three 
thousand dollars, and I don’t want any of 
that religion.” 

There are others who got into scepticism 
by a natural persistence in asking questions, 
why? or how! How can God be one being 
in three persons? They cannot understand 
it. Neither can I How can God be a com- 

lete sovereign, and yet man a free agent? 

hey cannot understand it. Neither can I, 
They cannot understand why o holy God 
lets sin come into the world. Neither can 
I. They say, ‘Here isa groat mystery; hers 
isa disciple of fashion, frivolous and god- 
Jess all her days—she lives on to be an osto- 
genarian. Here is » Christian mother train 
ing her children fer God and fer heaven, 
self-sucrificing, Christ-like, 1 d.spensable 
secmivgly, to that houschuld—ie tak 
the cancer and dics.”

Poor lnwyert 
arc nothing against jurisprudence, poor 


physicians are nothing against medicine, 
poor farmers are nothing against sgricul 
ture, and mean, contemptible professors of | 
religion are nothing against our glorious | 
Christianity. £ 
Sometimes you have been riding slong on 
a summer night by a awamp, Sayed have 
seen lights that kindled over decayed vege- 
tation—lights which are called Jack-o’- 
lantern or Will-o'-the-wisp.

THD STABBING AFFAIR 


The Prisoner Smith Pleads Not Gall _ 

and tho Onse WillOome up for Trial 

At the police ceurt this morning the 
preliminary examination into the stab- 
bing ot Hugh Monahan by Lew Smith on 
the 18th inst., at Glenn Miller occu- 
pied the attention of the court. The pris- 
oner pleaded not guilty withintent todo 
bodily harm. L. H, Henderson acted for 
the crewn and C, E, Lyons for prisoner 
Smith, Hugh Monahan who was stabbed 
in Smith's house gave evidence, bat noth- 
ing of any more importance than already 
appeared in these columns was brought 
out. Dr, Hawley the paysician who at- 
tended Monahan and aressed the wound 
at Trenton testified asto the nature of 
wound, Wm. Pemberton testified to the 
having been at Smiths about 9 o'cl wk the 
night of the stabbing and the following 
nighi. This evidence simply proved that 
Monahan was at Smith’s. Harvey Ham- 
ilton G, ‘1. R. station, Trenton said he 
saw Monahan the same night alter he was 
stabbed aud that he was bleeding freely. 

Constable Johnson gave evidence and 
told the same story as reported by the 
ONTARIO atthe time of the stabbing. 
The knife was produced which is a two 
bladed Roger’s make—pocket knife—als» 
the clothing worn by Monahan the same 
night he was stabbed and the bedding on 
the bed, where the stabbing Monahan 
swore took place. The Magistrate placed 
bail at $200 which will likely be secured

This measure, the cream of child \- 
on in England, United States, Neier 
aud New South Wales, Proposes sone very 
radical changos. It divides itsolf into four 
seoious, tho first treating of the provention 
of craoity to children, the second of the care 
of neglected and dependent children, the 
third of the custody of children apprehended 
ond thelr incarceration in tempura: 
quarters separate from ordinary police coll 
or lockups, and the Jast of the ringing of a 
curfew bell at 9 o'clock p.m. ‘The first soc. 
tiou provides ogainst children begging or 
singing in tho streots, in taverns and in 
public places. It provides for their removal 
from a cruel, neglectful or criminal Parent, 
their examination and commitment to a tem: 
porary shelter ponding their final disposal, 

_ The second section is probably the most 
drastic, It authorizes the appoiutmont of a 
Superintendent of neglected aud dependent 
children, souie of whose duties are to nssist 
ju establishing children's aid societies, in- 
specting industrial echools and sbolters, ad- 
v sing the visiting committees of the sald ald 
societies who have plepipotentiar wors of 
inspection and removal of children and 
otherwise encouraging a Philanthropic senti- 
ment throughout the province, 

The second section furthersays that every 
city or town of over 10,000 suall provide 
temporary bores or shelters for the doten- 
tion of children prior to lacing them in 
properly selected foster Nomien Existing 
usylums may be used os shelters, and the. 
municipality is expected to contribute to the 
malutévance of the child when placed in a 
foster bome, 


He re- 
cited the previous beneficial Jegislation of 
the province io behalf of children, and 
dwelt at length on the second division of his 
bill regarding foster homes, which pian, he 
cluimod, bad the advantage over tho insti- 
tution scheme of being less expensive aud of 
giving the child bome associations and at- 
tachinents, He defended the claims of the 
Stato as superior to those of the parent in 
the ownersbip aud guardianship of children; 
and disclaty.od any intention of creating ap 
extra offices) fora political hanger-on, He 
wanted as 4M perintondent the best man, and 
one filled with entiusiasm for bis office. He 
hoped Ottawa would follow in similar lin 
Mr, Gibson closed with a glowing peroration, 
alludivg to the labors on earth of one, who 
was, Himself, a lover of little childrev, 

Mr. Meredith was the oy disputant at 
the evening seasion, He cousidered that the 
pareut bad rights over his children deriv: 
from a far higher authority than the state. 
The Proyincial Secretary had alluded to a 
curefal aealing with the children imported 
from the Mother Land, Ho opined thata 
vigilant watebing and judicious restriction of 


inanigration would better serve the 
purpose, As for the foster homes, 
if children were distributed with- 
out regard to their antecedents, 


previous education and disposition, the re- 
sults would be deplorable rather than bene- 
ficiul.

For forty years Brooklyn has been sur- 
charged with homiletics, an electricity of 
eloquence that struck every timo it Hashed 
from the 6ld pulpits which quaked with the 
powers of a Bethune, and a Cox, and a 
Spencer, aud a Spear, and » Vinton, and u 
Farley, and @ Beecher, not mentioning the 
uames of the magnificent men now manning 
the Brooklyn pulpits. So during all the 
time there has been something to appeal to 
every mau’s taste, and to gratify every 
man’s preference. 

Now, let ine any to all ministers of the 
Gospol who are ambitious for a Brooklyn 
pulpit, that it is wlways a “difficult pastor. 
ate. Ifa man shall come and stand before 
any audience in almost any church in Brook- 
lyn, he will find before him men who have 
heard the mightiest thomes discussed in the 
mightiest way. You will haye before you, 
if you fail in an argument, fifty logiciaus in 
a tidget. If you make a slip in the use of a 
commercial figare of xpesch, there will’ be 
five hundred merchants who will notice it, 
If you throw out an anchor or furl a sail in 
the wrong way, there will be ship captains 
right off who will wonder if you are as ig- 
horantof theology as you are of navigation, 
So iv will be # place of hard study, If you 
are going to maintain yourself, you will find 
& Brooklyn pastorate a difficult pastorate, 

1 remark still further, a Brooklyn pastor. 
ate is always 4 conspicuous pastorate, The 
printing press of the country hus no greater 
foree thin that onthe sea coast, Every 
pune word, good or bad, wise or ignorant, 
kind or mean, is watched. The reportoria 
corps of these cities isan organized ariny. 
Many of them huve collegiate education 
and large culture, and they are able to 
Weigh oration, or addrcws, or sermon. If 
you suy a silly thing you will never hear 
the end of it, and if you say a wise thing 
it will go into perpetual multiplication, 
Tiere ja no need of decrying that fact.

attention. Their observations show that 
the transition from one color to another ja 
often yory rapid; that near Spitzbergen the 
water is blue, then it changes to green ag 
soon ag the Norwegian floods are entered, 
For such sudden changes no sufficient caus 

haa up to the prescnt time been issigned; 
and, though it has beon known for centuries 
that blue is'the prevailing color in active 
water, the most recently published obser- 
vatious show that sucha color ilistiuguishes 
other loculities also,
